Residents' alternatives to establishing a 
special taxing district, expressed at a public 
hearing, ranged from having the entire 
village pay for the downtown improvements 
to creating a tollway to cover the costs. 

Barton- Aschman Associates, Inc., the firm 
hired by the village to perform a traffic 
safety survey, recommended that the village 
seriously consider a plan for one way traffic 
flow through town by widening and im- 
proving Orchard and Hillside Sts., improving 
Lake St. and extending Depot St. across 
Hillside. 

The plan,. expected to cost approximately 
$690,000, also calls for gutters, curbs, lighting 
and sidewalks to be constructed in the 
business area. ~ 

A two-way. traffic plan "can work, but 
would have severe impacts on on-street 
parking (places) that would have to be 
replaced," said Neil S. Kenig, vice president 
of Barton- Aschman Associates, Inc. 

The Depot St. improvement construction 
cost is estimated at $366,550. An additional 
1.1 'acres of property would have to "be 
acquired by the village before the street 
could be extended; 

The village will pay $150,000, more than 20 
percent of the total cost. 

About 65 people attended the hearing at the 
Antioch Fire Station. It was held to deter- 
mine whether or not a special service area 
should be formed-, < .

DOWNTOWN TRAFFIC and parking im- 
provements are expected to "increase retail 
activity and improve business in Antioch,'' 
said Harold Warren of Warren Associates, a 
municipal finance consulting firm. 

The cost of improvements and how they 
will be paid will be the subject of one or two 
future hearings, said Village"AttyrAndrevr&- 
Lynch. 

The range of valuations in the proposed 
special service area is from $350 for empty 
lots to $650,000 for the Orchard St. Shopping 
Center. 

APPROXIMATELY $525,000 in bonds will 
be paid by property owners over a period of 
13 years. 



Valuations on homes in' the district . 
average between $13,000 and $15,000. 

Based on the estimated 1980 tax rate of 1.72 
per $100 of assessed valuation, the cost on tax 
biHs.for-a $12^000 valuation would be $206;40- 
per year; for a $1*4,000 valuation would be 
$240.80 per year and for a valuation of $16,000 
would be $275.20 per year. 

The first bond is not payable until 1981, 
Warren said. 

The special taxing district would be "the 
least expensive way of financing" the im- 
provements, he added. 

AFTER ADJOURNMENT of the public 
hearing, which will be continued at 8 p.m. 
Nov. 26 at the Antioch Fire Station, a petition 
may be filed within 60 days and the district 
will not be formed. 

Fifty-one percent of the taxpayers in the 
proposed taxing district and 51 percent of the 
electors in that district are needed to file a 
petition with the village board. 

If no petition is filed within the initial 60 
day period after adjournment,- a second 
public hearing will be held and another GO 
day period in which tax payers and electors 
in the district can file a petition will go into 
effect, Lynch said. 

Depending on the tax bracket, property 
owners in the district will be eligible for a 30- 
50 percent tax deduction because of im- 
provement to their property, Warren ex- 
plained. 

The village board favored financing by a 
special taxing dislricl over Enpeciar - 
assessment because a special assessment is 
"costly and very cumbersome;"— Warren- 
said. 

A special assessment would require court 
proceedings to analyze benefits to each par- 
cel of property, Haley explained. 
— "Once the-valuation is assessedon-proper^_ 
ty, the owner can contest the amount,, ..but 
cannot stop the assessment itself," Lynch 
said. • 

The village board "does have the the alter- 
native to go to a special assessment" if a 
petition is filed against the special taxing 
district, Haley said.

"IT'S IRA AND KEOGH TIME" 

IRAs and Keoghs are retirement plans that the Congress 
has made available to us. The tax laws allow us to put money 
away for retirement, and then deduct it off our income tax 
returns. In effect, we pretend we didn't earn that money this 
year. The .money will earn interest as the years pass and 
that interest will not be income taxed; Finally, we will retire. 
Then we will start pulling our money out of the retirement 
' plan. When we pull it out, we report it as income on our in- 
come tax returns. Uncle Sam waits, but eventually collects 
on both the money we put away and the interest it earned. 
There are, of course, many rules that have to be followed. If 
you break one, the IRS may disallow the deductions. Then 
vou could suddenly owe tax and penalties on the money you

had deducted. There are several types of plans. TheTe^arcr 
plans for incorporated business,, for public employees, for 
railroad employees. There are Keoghs for those who are self 
employed. There are IRAs for those who are in none of the 
above. ' 

If you own an unincorporated business, you can have a 
Keogh plan. You are allowed to .contribute and deduct up to 



$7,500 or 15% oi your earnings fronvthe business^whichever- 
is less, for yourself. Any employee who has been with you for 
three years or more must be included. You must put away 
the same percentage of an included employee's com- 
pensation for him as the percentage of your earnings you put 
away for yourself. 

If you are contributing 10% of your earnings for yourself, 
you must contribute 10% of an included employee's com- 
pensation for him. 

■ The paperwork for a 1979 Keogh must be completed before 
January 1, 1980. To start a Keogh, make an appointment 
with whoever you want to handle it for you; a trustee, a 
Savings and Loan, a bank, or an insurance company. Choose 
carefully. You will be relying on whoever you choose to keep 
you up to date on all the Keogh rule changes. There are many 
more rules than we can discuss here, and many of them 
change every year. 

IRAs are meant for those who are not "participating" in 
any other tax qualified retirement plans. By "participating" 
the IRS basically means building retirement benefit. You can 
be collecting or waiting to collect from another plan. You 
can't be building retirement income in another plan and 
make and deduct an IRA contribution in the same year. If 
you qualify, you are allowed to contribute and deduct up to 
$1,500 or 15% of your income, whichever is less. You may 
arrange to put away more if you have a spouse who isn't 
working. To start an IRA, make an appointment with one of 
our saving counselors.

"IT'S IRA AND KEOGH TIME" 

ERAs and Keoghs are retirement plans that the Congress 
has made available to us. The tax laws allow us to put money 
, away for retirement and then deduct it off our income tax 
returns. In effect, we pretend we didn't earn that money this 
year. The money will earn interest as the years pass and 
that interest will not be income taxed. Finally, we will retire. 
Then we will start pulling our money out of the retirement 
' plan. When we pull it out, we report it as income on our in- 
come tax returns. Uncle Sam waits, but eventually collects 
on both the money we put away and the interest it earned. 
There are, of course, many rules that have to be followed. If 
you break one, the IRS may disallow the deductions. Then 
you could suddenly owe tax and penalties on the money you 
had deducted. There are several types of plans. There are 
plans ior incorporatedbusinessT-for-public-employees-for- 
railroad employees. There are Keoghs for those who are self 
employed. There are IRAs for those who are in none of the 
above. 

If you own an unincorporated business, you can have a 
Keogh plan. You are allowed to contribute and deduct up to 
$7,500 or 15% of your earnings from the business, whichever 
— is less.-foryourselLArivemplovee who ha s been with y ou for_ 
three years or more must be included. You must put away 
the same percentage of an included employee's com- 
pensation for him as the percentage of your earnings you put 
away for yourself. 

If you are contributing 10% of your earnings for yourself, 
you must contribute 10% of an -included employee's com- 
pensation for him. 

The paperwork for a 1979 Keogh must be completed before 
January 1, 1980. To start a Keogh, make an appointment 
with, whoever you want to handle it for you; a trustee, a 
Savings and Loan, a bank, or an insurance company. Choose 
carefully. You will be relying on whoever you choose to keep 
you up to date on all the Keogh rule changes. There are many 
more rules than we can discuss here, and many of them 
change every year. 

IRAs are meant for those who are not "participating" in 
v any other tax qualified retirement plans.^By "participating" 
the IRS basically means building retirement benefit. You can 
be collecting or waiting to collect from another plan. .You 
can't be building retirement income in another plan and 
make and deduct an IRA contribution in the same year. If 
you qualify, you.are allowed to contribute and deduct up to 
$1,500 or 15% of your income, whichever is less. You may 
arrange to put away more if you have a spouse, who isn't 
working. To start an IRA, make an appointment with one of 
our saving counselors.
